ACCIDENT TO AN M.P. 
Mr. Thomas Fielden, M.P., met with 


avery serious accident tho other day. |7 


He has been on a visit to Mr. Kanner, 
and was out doer-stalking at Clovar, 
Forfarshire, accompanied by a game- 
keeper named Fraser. When at the 
top ofa high crag he sat down, but 
almost immediately fell backwards, 
and rolled down the face of the 
mountain. Fraser saw him fall, ran to 
his aid, and, making a spring, caught 
him as he fell upon a ledge of rock 
abouttwenty feet below the summit of 
the crag. This prompt action un- 
doubtedly saved Mr. Fielden from 
death, as below the narrow rocky ledgo 
was a precipice more than 1,000 feet in 
height, over which he must otherwise 
have fallen and been dashed to pieces. 
Fraser shouted for help, and fired his 
fowling-piece in the hope of attracting 
the attention of Mr. Banner, who 
was on another part of the moun- 
tain. A long time, however, elapsed 
before the'signals were heard or under- 
stood. At ldngth Mr. Banner, looking 
through his glasses froma distance, 
saw them and realised their peril, anc 
he and his party hastened to thar 
assistance. Several gillies ran to 
Glendoll Lodge and procured a tempo- 
vary stretcher. It was not, however, 
until nearly six hours had 
from noon till about 6 p.m. 
gamekeeper and his chargo were 
rescued. It required the efforts of віх 
men to get Mr. Fielden out of his 
dangerous position, as his injuries had 
rendered him helpless.
